The 
acreage  for  hr>rvest  this  season  is;  placed  at' 120,000  acres,  or  around  10,000  acres 
under  a  year  -go.     Relatively  low  prices  for'  the  1938  crop  and  shortage  of  water 
for  irrigation.,  particularly  in  west  Yolo  County,  discouraged  planting.     As  in 
other  years,  the  California  crop  is' almost  entirely  of  the  Japan  variety  with 
trade  reports  indicating  that  o.nly ,  aboi: t  800  acres  were  planted  to  Calady  and  long 
grains,    feather  conditions  were  generally  f aA^or. able. . for,  development  of  the  1939 
crop  and^ average  yields  of  31.5  bags  per  acre  were  indicated  Octo'ber  1.

High'  tem:per,'>.,t,ures' and  •unGecasbnaliy  heavy  rains  at  time  of 
harvest  caused  considerable  checking  of  the  rice  grain- and  a  large  portion  of  the 
samples  appraised  to  date  has     indicated  a  milling  yield  of  from  25  to  -35  pounds 
01  heaA  rx->e  per  lOu  po'anob  of  rough  c-5r.prred  with  an  average  yield  of  around  60 
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pounds  in  other  recent  yerrs,     j^verage  milling  yields  of  the  1938  irop  Tere  only 
slightly  "belo'!7  55  pounds  of  hc'-^d  ri-^e  to  100  pounds  of  rough.     The  quality  of  the 
later  -^rops  will  depend  to  some  extent  on  weather  conditions  during  the  harvest- 
ing period. 

The  disappearan-;e  of  California  rou^^  rice  in  1938-39  was  apparently  not 
greatly  different  froir.  last  season  and  approximated  3,708,000  "bags  against 
3,739,000  bags  in  1937-38.    An  unusual  fer-ture  of  the  1938-39  distribution  -^as 
exports  and  shipments  of  119,854  bags  of  rough  ri-je.    Exports  alone  amounted  to 
nearly  60,000  bags,  most  of  "Tyhioh  went  to  Canada.     Small  quantities  were  shipped 
to  Norway,  Italy  and  the  Philippines  and  South  Ameri^-an  countries.  Shipments 
which  also  totaled  nearly  60,000  bags  were  all  to  Hawaii  where  the  milling  of 
rice  has  increstsed  moderately  in  recent  years.     About  168,000  ba.gs  were  required 
for  seeding  the  1939  crop  and  about  40,000  bags  were  fed  or  otherwise  consumed 
locally.     Shipments  to  southern  mills  were  relativelj/  small  and  ajiounted  to 
about  15,000  bags,  most  of  which  moved  toward  the  close  of  the  season  when  ad- 
vances in  southern  m^arkets  were  more  rapid  than  those  in  California. 

California  mills  utilized  3,364,8S2  bags,   or  approximately  95,000  bags 
m.ore  than  during  the  1937.-38  season.     Stocks  of  rough  rice  carried  over  at  mills 
and  country  warehouses  totaled  535,591  bags,  or  about  11,000  bags  less  than  a 
year  ago.     On  the  basis  of  these  statistics,  some  of  which  are  estim.ates,  nearly 
400,000  bags  of  rough  rice  remained  to  be  accounted  for  at  the  close  of  the 
season  and  indicated  a  possible  revision  of  production  figures  when  final 
returns  from-  mdlls  are  available, 

California  m.ills  received  and  processed  more  rough  rice  in  1938-39  than 
during  the  previous  year  but  carried  over  October  1,  1939  about  four  timies  as 
m.uch  rice  as  was  held  by  mills  on  October  1,  1938.    Mill  receipts  during  the 

1938-  39  season  were  3,611,145  bags  and  with  the  69,474  bags  on  hand  at  the 
beginning  of  the  season  gave  a  total  available  supply  of  3,680,619  bags.  Deduct- 
ing the  3,364,822  bags  milled  and  24,455  bags  used  or  sold  for  seed  left  291,342 
bags  on  hand  a,t  the  close  of  the  season. 

The  outturn  of  milled  head  rice  was  particularly  high  during  the  1938-39 
season  and  production  of  head  rice  totaled  1,850,449  bags,  or  55  pounds  of  hea.d 
rice  for  each  100  pounds  of  rough  rice  rilled.     Production  of  screenings  and 
brewers  rice  was  relatively  sm.all  with  the  output  of  second  heads  and  screenings 
am-Dunting  to  only  77,745  bags  and  brewers  rice  596,391  bags.    'This  compares  with 
79,719  bags  and  573,474  bags,  respectively,  during  the  1937-38  season.  Despite 
the  increased  production  of  head  rice,  shipmients  were  only  a  littl-e  larger  than 
during  the  previous  season  and  totaled  1,683,308  bags,  leaving  230,832  bags  on 
hand,  a  record  am.ount  for  the  period  for  which  these  statistics  are  available, 

UTILIZATIGTT  OP  CAIJFOPJnA  MILLED  5IGS  SHOWS  SLIGHT  IFCEIASE 

Utilization  of  California  milled  head  rice  increased  slightly  during  the 

1939-  40  season  with  larger  shipm:ents  to  Hawaii  and  increased  takings  by  the 
domestic  trade  more  than  offsetting  the  sm.aller  shipments  to  Puerto  Rico  and 
into  export  channels.    Distribution  of  California  head  rice  totaled  1,683,308 
bags  during  the  1938-39  season  compared  with  1,616,866  bags  in  1937-38  and 
1,465,474  bags  in  1936-37,    Domestic  distributors  took  slightly  more  than 
338,000  bags  and  about  827,000  bags  moved  to  Hawaii.     Takings  by  the  Puerto 
Rican  trade,  however,  dropped  to  slightly , less  than  450,000  bags  and  exports 
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to  Slightly  under  69,000  "bags.     Of  the  1938-39  movement,   shipments  to  Hawaii 
represented  49,1  percent  of  the  total  against  45.6  for  the  previous  season, 
Puerto  Ri^an  takings' were  26* 7  'perTent  of  the  total  compared  with  33,1  in 
1937-38,.    Exports  ao^ounted  for.  4.1  percent  in  1937-38  against  5,2  a  year 
earlier,     chile  domestic  purchases  represented  20,1  percent  of  the  1938-39 
distribution  compared  with  16,1  percent  in  1937-38. 

Hawaii  continued  to  be  the  principal  customer  for  California  milled  rice 
and  shipments  from  San  Francisco  to  Hawaii  totaled  approximately  842,220  'bags, 
of  which  15,455  were  southern  rice  shipped  through  San  Francisco,     Shipments  of 
California  rice  to  Hawaii  during  1937-38  amounted  to  737,795  'bags.  Hawaiian 
consumption  of.  rice  apparently  was  not  materially  different  froff  other  recent 
years  and  .increased  movement  to  that  Island  this  season  was  largely  the  result 
of  the  accumulation  of  heavy  stocks  as. insurance  against  a  possible  interruption 
■~of.  shipments.     The  movement-  of  southern  rice  to  Hawaii  was  less  than  half  of 
that  of  the  previous  season, 

•■Puerto  Hi-) an  takings  of  California-Japan  rice  fell  off  rather  sharply  from 
the  record  quantity  of  the  previous  year,  and  amounted  to  only  449,637  bags  com- 
pared with  535,570  bags  during  1S37-38,     The  smaller  takings  during  the  season 
:  just  closed  apparently  reflected  the  unsettled  economiic  situation  in  Puerto  Rico 
early  in  the  season.     Total  United  States  shipments  to  Puerto  Rico,  however,  were 
relatively  larger  than  the  shipments  of  Cal  if ornia-Ja.pan .  since  takings  of  Cali- 
for^Lia  rice  comprised  only  19,2  percent  of  the  total  movement . this  -season  against 
21,6'  for  the  1937-38  crop  year.  ■ 

Exports  continued  to  represent  only  a  sma.ll  portion  of  the  distribution  of 
California  rice.  ■    The  ex.port  m:0vement  from  San  Eranc is co  during  the  1938-39 
season  totaled  only  68,901  bags  corpared  with  83,405  bags,  in,  1937-38 , and  260,250 
bags  in  1936-37.     Shipments'  were  chiefly  to  Cuba  and  were  stimulated  by  relative- 
ly, low  prices  under  a  program  inaugura,ted  by  the-  industry  to  move  burdensome 
stocks.    About  three-fourths  of  the  1938-39  exports  went  to  Cuba,  slightly  more 
thaji  one-tenth  to  Cfi-nnda,  about  2,850  bags  to  the  Philippines,  and  scattered  lots 
to  Europeiin  and  Centri?..l  American  countries.     Foreign  interest  in  California- 
Japan  rice  increased  somjewhat  following  the  outbreak  of  Europeaji  hostilities  but 
fluctuations  in  foreign  exchange,  advances  in  o.cean  freights  and  war  risk 
insurance  tended  to  limit  trade. 

Domestic  utilization  of  California,  milled  rice  wa.s  apparently  the  largest 
in  recent  yerrs ■and  was  placed  at  338,005  bags.     This  figure  is  calculated  by 
deducting  exports,   shipments,  and  carry-over  stocks  from  the  total  available 
supply.    Any  movemient  of  California  rice  to  Alaska  or  other  United  States  pos- 
session except  Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Ri^o  would  be  included  in  this' figure.     The  in- 
creased disappearance  reflects  in' part  the  increased  takings,  by  eastern  cereal 
m.anufacturers  and  these,  were  placed  by  the  tra.de  a,t  around  125,000  bags  against 
75,000  bags  a  year  ago. 

Shipments  of  broken  rices,  in  contrast  with  the  increased ' distribution 
of  head  rice  were  materially  smaller  in  1938-39  than  in  1937-:^8.     Shipments  of 
second  heads' and  s-creenings  amounted  to  95,243  bags  compared  with  114,536  bags 
during  the  previous  season.     Of  the  previous  season's  shipments,  however,  around 
33,000  bags  were  taken  by  the/ Federal  Surplus  C'^r.modities  Corporation  compared 
with  no  purchases  by  that  agency  in  1938-39.     Exports  of  broken  rices,  however, 
in-jreased  to  over  50,000  bags  compared  with  only  220  bags  in  1937-38,  The
